The bill to amend the Shops (Conditions 
of Employment) Act of 1938 will make certain 
alterations in the definition of member of 
the staff as given in the original Act.

Excluding t 
allotments it, was proposed to provide in 
Donnybrook. by means of compulsory, orders, 
it was estimated thaí there would be at least 
3,500 allotments this. year, of which 2,040 were 
on Corporation land. 
allotments was as follows:—Crumlin, 
Kimmage and Terenure (1,426); Glasnevin 
and Drumcondra (734) ; Clontarf (485); Rings- 
end (89); Rathfarnham (95); Inchicore and 
Kilmainham (550); Ballsbridge (117). 

In Donnybrook district to date 360 appli- 
cations had been received without any notice 
inviting applications. Of the 360 applicants, 

were unemployed men, married with 
families. So great was the need for allot- 
ments in the district that at the request of 
members of the City Council he agreed, with 
reluctance, to set aside portion of Herbert 
Park for allotments, and a scheme was at 
present before the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. 

Mr. A. Nolan, managing director, gave 
evidence on behalf of Messrs. Browne and 
Nolan, Ltd., who objected on the ground that 
the lands were at present a sports ground for 
the workers at their adjoining factory and 
were so used at lunch hours, in the evenings, 
and at week-ends. They were also used b 
the L. S. F. as a training ground.

If that were done it would 
get over part of their objection, but there 
would be the serious objection still of Mr.

TRANSFER 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan 
asked the Minister for Justice if he intend 
asking the Oireachtas to set up a select com- 
mittee to inquire into the allegation, publicly 
made, that a Superintendent of the Garda 
Siochana was transferred as a result of 
political influence. 

The MINISTER (Mr. —— said he pre- 
sumed that the deputy was referring to the 
allegation recently made in rather vague 
terms at oa District Court, by a 
former member of the House. 

“I have already publicly denied the 
allegation,” the Minister said. “I am 
assured by the Commissioner of the Garda 
Siochana, who ordered the transfer, that he 
was not influenced by any political considera- 
tions, and that, in fact, no such considera- 
tion was suggested to him from any quarter. 
The relevant papers make it clear that the 
transfer was ordered for proper and adequate 
reasons. In the circumstances I see no 
‘necessity or justifjcation for an inquiry. 

Mr. DILLON said that he did not think 
that many Deputies would credit the sugges- 
tion that the Commissioner of the Garda 
could be influenced by any political pressure 
in his treatment of subordinate officers. He 
asked the Minister if he were sure that an 
allegation of that kind could be effectively 
refuted without an inquiry, and demonstrate 
to the public that the Commissioner was not 
susceptible to such pressure from any sources 
whatever. 

The MINISTER said that he had made a 
statement here that there was no ground for 
the allegation. 

Mr. DILLON—Will a plain statement 
made in the House carry conviction to the 
public mind? 

The MINISTER—I hope, if it gets due 
publicity, that it will be sufficient.

TURF 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—In a recent issue of the Church of 
Ireland Gazette an informative article, based 
on material supplied by an expert, gives 
briefly and succinctly the main features of the 
story of the failure which has dogged all 
efforts to win turf economically from the bogs 
of Ireland—many of which the present writer 
can remember. 

It cannot be too clearly realised that the 
production of turf, or, as it is sometimes 
called, peat, has never been-a successful com- 
mercial undertaking on any large scale. Time 
after time, since the days of Sir Robert Kane, 
or it may be from those more remote times 
when Henry VIII. made a grant to Allen of 
the famous bog which bears his name, efforts 
have been made which, after many assur- 
ances of success, have eventuated in sorry 
failures. 

The latest phase in this unfortunate histo 
was brought home to me—as it has been, 
am sure, to many another householder—when, 
the other day, I applied to my coal merchant 
for a supply and asked the cost. We have 
none at present, and the charge would be 
£2 6s. a ton, was the reply. further in- 
quired as to the kind of turf which would be 
supplied, if procurable, and was informed that 
it would be such as the Government supplies. 
We all know what that is, having seen 
it stacked by the canal bank, and it cer- 
tainly does not appear to be what is known 
as ‘‘ black turf.” 

It must be fresh in the memories of many 
the fanfare with which an ample supply was 
heralded some time ago, when a threat of 
compulsion was hinted at in its use and when 
its employment was made compulsory in the 
Government offices, with the result that the 
more affluent of the civil servants were com- 
pelled, I am told, to purchase a private 
supply of coal to keep their fingers warm. 
This scheme was soon abandoned as unecono- 
mical, and the costly machinery which had 
been installed was left to rust and rot in the 
bogs, as Lessep’s engines were left to a like 
fate in the swamps of Panama. 

The only occasion upon which it has been 
proven that, in favourable and scientific cir- 
cumstances, the winning of turf can be a 
‘commercially sound proposition was by the 
late Sir John Griffith in his works at 
Turraun, but then this was a private enter- 
prise. This scheme is now being tried out 
at, Clonsast with, owing to labour troubles, 
the prospect of another failure in Govern- 
| ment hands, although I hear that a trickle 
of fuel is still coming through. Truly, we 
are in a parlous state, with a ration of a 
quarter of a ton of coal 3 85 month and a 
very e supply of turf. 

It would appear that the only way out of 
the impasse is to work Sir John Griffith’s 
scheme regardless of any initial expenses 
which the Government might incur, as 1 
the end it would be a profitable undertaking. 
This the public e insist on so far as is 
possible. Otherwise we shall be left without 
a sufficiency of fuel fo“ opr daily needs.—

as their training makes them useful in many 
capacities which the ambulance services would 
be incapable of coping with.

Why has this not been done in 
Ireland, where so many are available? The 
resident students of the various hospitals 
would do casualty work, but there seems to 
be no placo for the rest. In England all 
students who are at the stage of the second 
professional examinations are utilised in the 
way descri I suggest that all the medical 
schools immediately start special first-aid 
lectures of interest and use to medical 
students. Many students have offered their 
services to the first-aid authorities, but are 
not prepared, after spending three years or 
more in medical study, to take the ordinary 
ambulance lectures, taught by non-medical 
lecturers and couched in popular 
terminology. 
Now is the time to dispense with many

archaic regulations which ere with viscid 
tenacity to the regulations : 


medical students can be of very great help. 


our universities and colleges. It seems an 
extraordinary thing that in the middle of a 
great war. when things change from day 
to day, students taking the examination in 
anatomy and physiology, who fail in one, lose 
the other, even if they pass fairly well in the 
subject, they in. This has been altered 
in England 1 the war, and should be 
introduced here. We can take the final in 
parts, provided that all the subjects are 
passed in nineteen months. The nineteen 
months’ rule should be applied to the second 
professional, and the concession would ensure 
that more people would have the chance to 
proceed to clinical work, and Bo to casualty 
work in an emergency It certainly would 
not lower the standard of the examination,

which can be prevented will be placed in the 
way of the farmers of Eire in their urgent 
bos i overwhelming endeavours to keep starva- 
tion írom the homes of so many of our popu- 
lation, 

To any opposition to the present hour 
advance we have ‘o bear in Eire there has 
always been the excuse put forward that, if 
we did not keep the same time as our neigh- 
bours across the Channel it, would disorganise 
our business trading, travelling, post office 
work, etc., by delay in departure of trains 
and boats. Such pleas have now ro founda- 
tion, as trading has almost ceased. Our 
letters are subject to from four to six days 
in transit and parcels longer. Even pas- 
senger boats do not arrive to scheduled time. 

Let the public realise that the farmer 
must work by the sun’s time, and all depends 
on the weather and the willing hands to take 
advantage of it. BH 

The farmer has unlimited hours of work, 
his employé has limited hours, but in most 
cases is willing to continue work until late 
in the evening even up to 9.30 o'clock in 
the hay field and corn field on occasion.

Paul Walsh, M. A., M., R. I. A, P. P., and 
that of Doctor of Science on Dr. Gordon 


Walshe, D. Sc., 
Daniel Twomey, LL.D. aw 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of Science. 

Dr. John C Flood, B.A., B.Comm., 
M.Ch., introducing Dr. Holmes, said that 
after a distinguished course in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and two years in Germany, 
where he studied neurology, Dr Holmes 
became attached to the National Hospital for 
Nervous Diseases in Queen’s square, London, 
at which hospital he was senior physician. 
During the last Great War he was consulting 
neurologist to ‘the British Expeditionary 
Force. He was at present Easa to 
Charing Cross Hospital and consulting 
physician at Moorfields,’ and he held also 
the post of consultant ‘advisor to the 
British Minster of Health in the Emergency 
Medical Service. In 1917 he was made a 
Companion of the Order F St. Michael and 
St. George, and in 1919 a Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire. 

Dr. Francis Walshe was introduced by 
Professor James M. O’Connor, B.A., M.D., 
who said that Dr. Walshe was senior neuro- 
logist to the National Hospital for Nervous 
Diseases, London, and to University College 
Hospital.

He has no abiding love for the British, 
but, on the other hand, he has a holy 
terror of the Italians. It was not any 
sudden emotion of friendship for Great 
Britain that impelled Nahas Pasha, the 
Wafdist Premier, to sign the Anglo- 
Egyptian Treaty in 1936, but the Italian 
invasion of Abyssinia. The Egyptians 
foresaw themselves surrounded on all sides 
by the outposts of a new and ambitious 
Italian Empire; they foresaw themselves, 

if left to their own devices, invested and 
eventually absorbed into that Empire. 

Egypt is a small country—her habitable 
area is about as large as Munster—and a 
weak country; but her position gives her 
a strategic value that excels that of, per- 
haps, any other nation on earth. She 
knew that the alternative to friendship 
with Great Britain was conquest by Signor 
Mussolini’s legions. The Treaty satisfied 
both her aspirations—for sovereign inde- 
pendence afd for military security. It has 
been reaffirmed by every successive Govern- 
ment since 1936, both before and after the 
outbreak of war; only four months ago the 
Premier, Hussein Sirry Pasha, announced 

his country’s firm intention to retain its 

attitude of non-belligerency,’’ but at the 
same time, to hold steadfastly by the 

alliance, with everything that, it implied.“ 
In these circumstances, it is not easy to 

see why anti-British feeling should be on 

the increase. The answer may be that it! 
Waxes and wanes in direct proportion to 
the national danger. There was every sign 
of it until the Italians invaded Abyssinia 
—when it vanished—and there was little 
sign of it while Marsha] Graziani’s huge 
army was sitting silent on the western 
borders.

sovereignty was recognised, and Groat 
Britain consented to employ all her offices 
so that Egypt might become a member of 
the League of Nations. In return, Great 
Britain undertook the defence of her ally 
until such time as the Egyptians would 
be in a position to assume the burden 
themselves, and undertook, moreover, the 
training of an Egyptian army and air 
force. The work still was incomplete when 
war broke out between England and 
Germany ; the alliance automatically came 
into operation, and the Egyptian Govern. 
ment duly honoured all its pledges, which 
included the use of important bases on 
Egyptian territory. As a consequence, the 
Royal Navy has been based upon 
Alexandria, and many of the most effective 
raids by the Royal Air Force have started 
from Egyptian bases. It is strange that 
the Italians never took exception to this 
anomalous state of affairs, or declared war 
upon Egypt. The only conceivable reason 
is that they hoped, in accordance with the 
technique of modern war, to profess them. 
selves as arriving to deliver the Egyptians 
from a foreign yoke, and, therefore. 
declined to classify them as enemies 
There would have been diplomatic develop- 
ments of great interest if Marshal 
Graziani had completed his plans for the 
invasion of Egypt, but General Wavell’s 
initiative has deprived us of any oppor 
tunity to ‘see how the Government and 
people of Egypt would have reacted. As 
matters stand, they remain neutral, and 
there is no great likelihood that their 
neutrality will be put to the test for some 
time to come. They remain also, to all 
gppearances, loyal to their alliance with 
England. Yet we must not forget—the 
British Government certainly cannot have 
forgotten—that until a short while ago a

Britain and Bulgaria 


Numbers of people have been asking how 
it is that Britain refrains from declaring 
war upon Bulgaria, contenting itself with 
breaking off diplomatic relations. The 
situation is that Bulgaria in itself is not 
altogether an enemy country, and that to 
declare war on a peile, many of whom are 
sympathisers with Britain, would turn 
into enemies those who certainly would 
not go to war if they Were free agents.

Sunday Theatre Order 


An Order in Council issued to-day gives 
effect to a recent pronouncement by the 
Home Secretary relative to the opening of 
theatres and music-halls on Sunday, so 
that the House of Commons may have an 
opportunity of a debate before the Order 
takes effect on April 20. The regulations 
have been so framed that local authorities 
will be able to take preliminary steps at 
once on a requisition by the competent 
naval, military or Air Force authority. 
The conditions ensure that no person is 
employed under the Order more than six 
days a week, and that public dancing. 
otherwise than by performance on the 
stage, boxing and wrestling will not be 
permitted. The Order applies to En. and 
and Wales, but not to Scotland or 
Northern Ireland. 


The Sweets Shortage 


The shortage of chocolate and sweets in 
shops, while supplies have been available 
in military centres and at works’ canteens, 
has been the subject of discussions 
between the Ministry of Food and manu- 
facturers and distributors, with the result 
that two War-Time Associations are to be 
formed, one representing the chocolate 
trade and the other the manufacturers of 
sugar confectionery. The Ministry of Food 
is to be represented in both Associations, 
the main purpose of which will be to 
control distribution, so that more supplies 
are available for civilian consumption. It 
has been found that the total supplies are 
below normal, which is only to be expected 
in present conditions, but the main diffi- 
culty has been uneven distribution of the 
stocks available. The shops are expected 
to have more chocolates and sweets within 
the next few weeks.

Across the Atlantic 


Mr. Frank Aiken, the Minister for 
Co-ordination of Defensive Measures, who 
has left for America by air on a mission 
of major importance, will be making the 
longest flight yet undertaken by a member 
of the Irish Government. 

Several of our Ministers have flown 

between London and Dublin and on the 
Continent, but this is the first time one 
of them has flown the Atlantic. Only one 
other member of the Legislature, Senator 
Frank MacDermot, has made the trip. 
He returned from New York by air last 
year. 
It is necessary for Mr. Aiken to go to 
Lisbon to start the Atlantic crossing, 
since it is too early in the year for the 
direct northern route between the Shannon 
and Port Botwood to be operated. The 
flying-boats which are being used on the 
Lisbon-Azores-New York service are tho 
famous Clippers, one of which the 
Minister inspected at Foynes during the 
summer of 1939, when the first of these 
aircraft, the Atlantic Clipper, opened the 
trans-ocean service for Pan-American 
Airways. 


A Fine Record 


The trans-Atlantic air service has a very 
fine record for safety, and already it has 
carried many hundreds of passengers—and 
large quantities of mails—between Europe 
and the United States of America. 

A few years ago an Atlantic flight 
warranted a couple of columns of space in 
a newspaper. To-day the arrivals and 
departures of these trans-ocean aircraft get 
as little attention as the crossings of a 
ferry boat. 

The Azores route to New York is slightly 
longer than the more northerly crossing 
from Ireland—3,.447 miles against 3,067— 
but it has the advantage of better weather 
during the winter months, and, of course, 
Eire is “out of bounds to American 
ships and aircraft at the present time.

The British Air Ministry yesterday 
announced that Air Vice-Marshal Charles 
Dempster Breese has been killed on active 
service as the result of a flying accident. 
Since September, 1938, he had been Air 
Officer Commanding No. 18 (Reconnaissance) 
Group, and was previously Air Officer Com- 
manding No. 17 Training Group. 

Air Vice-Marshal Breese would have been 
52 on April 23. Since he became a qualified 
pilot in 1913, he had served in France, India 
and Iraq. gaining the A.F.C. during the last 
war. Born at Gershalton:’ Surrey, he was 
educated at Magdalen ae School, 
Royal Naval Engineering College, Keyham, 
and the Royal Naval College. Greenwich. 
He was commissioned as Engineer Sub-Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Navy in 1909. Daring 
the war of 1914-18 he served with the Royal 
Naval Air Service in France, and as Chief 
Technical Instructor. at Cranwell. He ‘was 
awarded the Air Force Cross for his dis. 
ti:guished services. In 1918 he was appointed 
Deputy-Director of Training at t Air 
Ministry. After further experience the 
Royal ‘Air Force in India, in England on 
Technical Staff duties, in Iraq on Engineering 
Staff duties, and back in England as a Senior 
Staff officer, he was appointed Air Officer 
Commanding No. 23 ‘raining Group, and 
then No. 17 Training Group. He was pro- 
moted Air Vice-Marshal last July.

are indications that Germany is perplexed 
and, perhaps, even running into deep waters 
in the pursuit of her plans of Balkan domina- 
tion. It is apparent that the success of Mr. 
Eden's visit to the Middle East has left the 
Wilhelmstrasse slightly bewildered. To-day 
there were indications that the attitude of 
Russia during the last few days has added 
to the Nazi Balkan perplexities. For 
instance, the report that Russia demanded 
bases in Rumania may well have originated 
in the fertile minds of those at the Berlin 
Foreign Office. Everything goes to show 
that the report is quite untrue. It would, 
however, obviously suit German policy if 
the Balkan countries felt that they had 
something to fear from Russia and if was 
to Germany that they must look for friend- 
ship and protection. 
Associated with the situation in the 
Balkans is the general position in the 
Mediterranean. In this connection, General 
Weygand has left North Africa for consulta- 
tions with members of the French Govern- 
ment. The recent infiltration of German 
troops into French North Africa may have 
caused some concern to both the French 
Government and to General Weygand. This 
is undoubtedly one of the subjects on which 
the French Government would desire to 
— their Commander-in-Chief in North 
rica. 


THREE COURSES 


In the Balkans three courses would seem open 
to Hitler. He may decide to consolidate his 
position in Rumania and Bulgaria, and bring 


Yugoslavia to link up with the Axis. He 
may respond to Mussolini's urgent appeals 
for help and launch an attack on Greece, or 
he may gather forces for a drive to the 
Dardanelles and beyond in an effort to reach 
the oil for which his need is so great. 

Yugoslavia’s situation is difficult, with 
Germany on three of her frontiers, although 
she may struggle hard to maintain her 
neutrality. Greece, especially since Mr. Eden 
visited Athens, is more than ever determined 
to fight on to the end, come what may, with 
the knowledge that Great Britain is giving 
her the aid for which she asks to the limit 
of our power. 9 * 

If Hitler is contemplating a drive to the 
Dardanelles—and the undertaking would be a 
hazardous one—then Turkey will be brought 
into the war, and Soviet allegations leve ed 
against Bulgaria that she was extending the 
war would more than ever applicable to 
Germany.

Referring to an estimate of £11,000 postage 
and telephone charges by the Ministry of 
Labour, Mr. T. Henderson said that the bulk 
of this money was spent in connection with 
the shipping of workers across the Channel. 
“ You are the most cruel and heartless crew 
that could be found in any part of the world.

MEAT . DIFFICULTIES 


Dublin victuallers still feel that they are 
the hardest hit by the effects of the foot-and- 
mouth outbreak. At the abattoir yesterday 
they queued up to buy .carcases which had 
been prepared the evening before, the animals 
having been bought by the Emergency Pur- 
chase Committee set up by the Minister for 
Agriculture. 

About 250 cattle carcases and about 400 
sheep carcases were ready to be sold yester- 
day morning, and it was not found to satisfy 
all demands. Some victuallers went home 
with nothing, and many others with less 
than they required, while all expressed the 
greatest dissatisfaction with the working of 
the scheme. 

Apart from the shortage of supplies vic- 
tuallers complain that the price asked by the 
Committee is too high; that they should be 
allowed the offal from carcases bought, 
instead of having to buy that also, and that 
meat is being marked first quality, which is 
not up to that standard. 

Butchers stated that in certain cases 
yesterday men had been granted priority in 
obtaining supplies over those who had waited 
all the morning outside the abattoir. 


DISTRIBUTED FAIRLY 


A member of the Emergency Committee 
told an Jrish Times reporter last night that 
the allegation that priority had been given to 
certain victuallers in purchasing carcases was 
wrong. The meat was being distributed as 
fairly as possible, but it was impossible to 
please everybody. The quality was good in 
all cases, and, in fact, they found themselves 
short of lower grade carcases yesterday. 

„There was no real shortage of meat in the 
city, he said, although butchers-in many 
cases were unable to fill all their orders. The 
situation was expected to be almost normal 
by Monday next, and week-end supplies 
would not be seriously short. 

There will be about 200 beef and 400 
mutton carcases ready for distributing to 
victuallers this morning. 

The abattoir staff worked up to a late hour 
last night preparing those carcases in time 
for early distribution to-day. 

_It is understood that pork supplies to the 
city remain steady.

The United States has told Italy to close 
its Consulates at Detroit (Michigan) and 
Newark (New Jersey) for reasons of national 
policy. This decision follows the recent 
action of Italy in asking the United States 
to abolish its Consulates in Naples and 
Palermo. 

_ To-day’s statement says: At the present 
time the Italian Government has been 
requested to close its Consulates at Detroit 
and Newark and to withdraw their personnel. 
The view is held that it was the occupa- 
tion of large sections of Italy, particularly 
Sicily, by German troops which prompted 
the Italian Government to ask for the closing 
of the United States Consulates at Palermo 
and Naples. 

The United States Government, faced with 
the position of having dual Axis Consulates 
in the country—one officially German and the 
other officially Italian—has been seriously 
considering for some time the possibility of 
reducing the number by asking for the 
closing of some of Italy’s. 

The Note to the Italian Government 
requests that Italian Consular officials should 
confine their movements to those areas in 
which they exercise the recognised duties of 
their respective offices. The Italian diplomatic 
staff in Washington are excluded from the 
request, but the Embassy is asked to keep 
the State Department currently informed of”

R. GORDON MORGAN HOLMES, 
D C. M. G., C. B. E., M. D., F. R. O. P. 
„ Sc. D., the eminent 
neurologist, who yesterday received an 
honorary Doctorate in Science from the 
National University of Ireland, afterwards 
addressed a meeting, composed largely of 
doctors and medical students, in University 
College, Dublin, on War Neurosis.” — 

One of the world’s greatest authorities on 
the subject, he spoke with wide practical 
experience of nervous mental disorders, which 
he treated personally during the last as well 
as in the present war. 

The main difference, he said, between this 
war and the last was that! a generation ago 
only the soldiers were exposed to the trials of 
the fighting line. To-day the entire civilian 


—— 


bombardments and their effects. ' 

Years ago various psychologists and 
psychiatrists, in particular, prepared memo- 
randa of what might be expected in such 
circumstances. Most of them pictured a 
virtual break-down on the part of the civilian 

pulation, and a dangerous widespread out- 

reak of that infectious thing known as 
hysteria. Yet the fact showed that, despite 
all the bombings of England, Scotland and 
Wales, there had been—extraordinary though 
it might seem—almost no cases of neurosis, 
as he had known it in France during the last 
war. In the whole country, including such 
cities as London, Coventry and Birmingham, 
the number of such cases could be counted on 
the fingers of the two hands, | 


SLEEP AS HEALER | 


Dr. Holmes described what steps ought to 
be taken in any case of war neurosis, and 
emphasised that the first and most essential 
step, if it was to be kept in check, was early 
treatment. He found that if tackled im- 
mediately these neurotic coftditions arising 
from shock could be cured f 8 over- 
night. Sleep had proved i be the hest 
healer, and, after giving them a hot drink, he 
usually gave his patients a hypnotic which 
sent them to sleep for about twelve hours. 
As often as not when they awakened their 
first remark was: Well, it's time I was out 
of this. He quoted instances where patients 
suffering from a severe neurotic condition,

FACTOR OF PROFIT 


Having discussed various aspects of 
hysterical and pathological illnesses, their 
origins, types and treatments, Dr. Holmes 
said that one factor which must never be 
forgotten was the possibility of profit or 
escape. As an Army doctor, he had always 
to be very careful to find whether cases were 
Men sometimes saw a chance 
of escape or of compensation. 

“I don’t know about this country, he 
said, “ but across the Channel it will almost 
pay you to be involved in a motor or indus- 
trial accident. It is wonderful how many 
people deveiop a serious neurotic condition 
after having been involved in an accident 
where there is a chance of compensation, 
how few suffer any serious after-affects 
this kind as a result of an accident while 
playing games, or on the hunting-field, or 
in some similar circumstance.” 

Dr, Holmes outlined the various steps whichi 
should be taken in the planning of any scheme 
to deal with war neurosis, and said that he 
would advise against the paying of any com- 
pensation in cases of such disorders. 

Professor Henry Moore, who presided, said 
that if war should come to „ thi 
country might be plagued by a development 
of war neurosis.

For the respondent it was submitted that 
the lease had Seen made to the appellants in 
their personal capacity, and it was stated on 
his behalf that the whole defence to the 
action was a set-off claimed on behalf of the 
society. 

The Chief Justice said that he did not 
think that in this action the appellants 
could be regarded as representing the society. 
No claim was made against the society or 
against the appellants in other than their 
personal capacity. The appellants, by their 
counsel, expressly disavowed any claim to 
represent the society, and it followed that, in 
his opinion, the respondent was not entitled 
to inspect documents which the appellants 
held as agents of the society. He was, there- 
fore, of opinion that the appeal should be 
allowed.
